President Roosevelt announced to- 
day that steps were being taken 
to begin building about 200 mer- 
chant; vessels of about 7500-tons 
each and costing $300,000,000 to 
$350,000,000. : 
Asked at a press conference 
whether the ship .construction pro- 
gram would benefit Great Britain 
directly or indirectly, the chief ex- 
ecutive said he did not know. 
Roosevelt said he was allocating 


money from. a special contract au- 
thorization furid, granted him by 
Congress, to permit work to get 
underway. The vessels, he said, will 
be constructed in new shipbuilding 
yards and will be owned by the 
Government. The President was 
reluctant to say where the new 
yards might be located. 
As to whether the building of 
the vessels would make it possible 
to release existing commercial ships 
to Britain, to take up some of Brit- 
ain’s losses through submarine and 
air warfare, Roosevelt said that 
was an iffy question.and offered 
no definite answer. 
He asserted, in response to an 
inquiry, that he thought steel plants 
could turn out enough material for 
jthe ships, but he. disclosed shot he 
— days. on whether, the #t 
industry had enough production ta. 
cilities for requirements of the de- 
fense program. Roosevelt said he 
believed, however, that some ¢éx- 
pansion would be necessary. 
It was disclosed ‘also that the 
President has suspended the eigh- 
hour day for laborers and mechan- 
ics employed by the Government 
in constructing army and navy 
bases at Atlantic and Caribbean 
sites leased from Great Britain. 
His action became known with 
publication of an executive order 
declaring that it was made neces- 
sary by an “extraordinary emer- 
gency.” 
The base sites extend from New- 
foundland to British Guiana in 
South America, Anchorages at 
some of the places already are be- 
ing used by American navy patrols. 
Army and navy surveying parties 
also are busy in some of the terri- 
tories involved. 
Asked at a press conference to 
explain the circumstances behind 
the order, Rosevelt said that lo- 
cal lobar, almost entirely, was be- 
ing employed at the bases. 
The order, he said, was issued to 
make the working situation con- 
form with that in the British colon- 
ies involved, The United States 
accordingly, he said, is paying the 
going top wage scale and working 
men a minimum of average hours.

HEAVILY IN NIGHT 
ATTAGK BY WAVES 
OF NAZI BOMBER

Say Fires Were Visible 


for 60 Miles. 


LONDON, Jan. 3 (AP).—Wave 
after wave of German bombers gave 
the big coal port of Cardiff in 
South Wales its worst pounding 
of the war last night and the Brit- 
ish Press Association said today 
that sections of the battered city 
“were reminiscent of scenes at 
Ypres in the World War.” 

The Government itself acknowl- 
edged that damage was “considera- 
ble” and said there had been some 
casualties. 

Firemen and ambulance services 
worked through a shower of incen- 
diary bombs and high explosives. 

There was little Nazi air activity 
over the islands today, a communi- 
que said. The only report of day- 
light bombing came from a Kent 
town, which suffered “very slight” 
damage and no casualties. 

In likening the Cardiff damage 
to that of Ypres, the Press Asso- 
ciation referred to the Belgian city 
which was a battleground during 
most of the World War and suf- 
fered as nearly complete destruc- 
tion as any city in that conflict. 

Movie theaters and shops were 
reported badly damaged and com- 
mercial buildings and homes also 
were said to have been hit. 

Casualties were described AS 
“very light considering the scope 
of the raid.” 

An Air Raid Precautions official 
said it was “a very bad night but 
we cannot compare the raid to the 
biggest at other towns.” 

(German reports in Berlin said 
the raid resulted in fires visible 
for 60 miles.) 

The attack began soon after 
nightfall and continued for several 
hours. 

Public services in Cardiff were 
reported functioning “fairly smooth- 
ly” today. 

Bombs also were dropped in oth- 
er sections of England, including 
London, but these attacks were on 
a lighter scale, a-communique said. 
London had an early evening alert, 
but the anti-aircraft guns tossed 
up a quick barrage and the “all- 
clear” came before midnight after 
long periods of calm. ~ 

Plans for drafting women as well 
as men for fire control forces were 
disclosed by Herbert Morrison, Min- 
ister of Home Security. 

“Fighting fire bombs is danger- 
ous work,” Morrison said, “but the 
time is long gone by when women 
can be kept away from dangerous 
work in defense of their country.” 

“Scores of thousands” of men and 

yomen have volunteered for fire 
service, but more thousands might 

be drafted, he said.

firm $77,000 to keep it operating. 


‘Now the stove man 
company is in reorganization. An 
auditors’ report prepared by order 
of the United States District Court 
in East St. Louis showed the busi- 
ness was operated at a loss of $250,- 
000 in the last year. Operations 
ceased Nov, 4. 

Arthur O. Spoeneman, president 
and principal owner of the com- 
pany, said he could not account 
for the disappearance of the ware- 
house stocks or the notes, since they 
were “not in my department.” He 
said he looked only after sales and 
production. - 

Spoeneman said he had taken a 
back seat and would let the court 
decide whether the business could 
be operated again. He indicated 
that so far as he was'concerned the 
stove business was “all washed up” 
in Belleville because of competitica 
from the South. 

Bitter in Criticism. 

As they discuss the situation 
on the street corners of Belleville, 
employes of the foundry are bitter 
in their criticism of the company 
management. To make $500 and 
$600 loans to the company, most of 
the 280 employes borrowed from 
banks or mortgaged their homes. 
Their only consolation is that 
Spoeneman, who, they concede, is 
a crack salesman and good talker, 
also talked banks and mail-order 
houses into lending him money. 

In 10% months, Spoeneman re- 
ceived $9000 in salary and $12,677 
in commissions from the company. 
He owes the firm $3596. He said 
his 456 capital stock shares, whose 
par value is $45,600, had paid no 
dividends for years. 

The auditors’ report showed the 
firm’s total liabilities were $502,000 
and assets $652,000, of which $468,- 
000 is in fixed assets encumbered 
by mortgages and judgments. 

Stocks owned by the company are 
carried on the books at $29,579 but 
their actual value is about $16,200, 
the auditors reported. A _ recent 
sale of 36 shares of First National 
Bank of Belleville stock resulted in 
a loss of $5680 to the company. 

Among the unpaid obligations of 
the firm were $13,562 in social se-

The desperate relief situation in

Direct distribution of surplus 
commodities, replaced last month 
by the food stamp plan, was re- 
sumed today at the Social Security 
distribution center, 2945 Lawton 
boulevard, and:-will be continued 
to Jan. 16, to provide food for re- 
lief recipients while they are with- 
out their January assistance. Pal- 
mer B. Voss, assistant local repre- 
sentative of the Surplus Marketing 
Administration, said the _ food 
stamp plan would be _ continued 
during the period to serve WPA 
workers and other recipients who 
‘still have funds for the purchase 
of stamps. 

Ballew asserted the lack of re- 
lief funds also has made it impos- 
sible to meet all of the urgent 
needs of those now making appli- 
eations for assistance. An average 
of 156 applications .a day for aid 


agencies repeated ‘their previous 


have been received during the last 
six weeks. They are being accept- 
ed and the cases investigated. Sur- 
plus foods will be given to those 
found eligible, but orders for nec- 
essary fuel and rent cannot be is- 
sued until new funds are released 
by the Legislature.” 

The monthly food and fuel or-

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RUSSIA IS CHIEF 
HOPE OF BULGARIA 
AGAINST GERMANS 


Will Not Undertake In- 
vasion Until Assured of 
Moscow’s Attitude. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Differences between Germany and 
Soviet Russia over their interests 
in Bulgaria appear to offer the 
main hope of this country retain- 
ing its independence, informed 
sources said today. | 

The general opinion in these 
quarters was that Bulgaria would 


' eonsider resistance futile if German 


troops on its border decided to 
move in. 
There has been no official intima- 


tion to this effect, however, and 
it was said that an official state- 
ment was unlikely at this delicate 
moment, since the Germans might 
make it an excuse for invasion. 


The Germans were said to be 
preoccupied over an increase in 
Communist propaganda in Bulgaria. 
whose people are traditionally sym- 
pathetic toward Russia. In Czarist 
days Russia helped Bulgarians win 
freedom from the Turks. 


Some observers reasoned that 
Germany was not likely to under- 
take any military action prejudi- 
cial to Bulgaria’s integrity until 
assured of Moscow’s attitude. This 
was considered especially probable 
because of the belief that Russian 
and Turkish policies might be co- 
ordinated in the event of any Ger- 
man move to occupy Bulgaria. 


Many Bulgars suspect the pres- 
,ént Government of pro-Nazi lean- 
ings. The country’s chief Nazi 
advocate, Minister of Interior Peter 
Grabovsky, was named acting Pre- 
mier during the Vienna visit of 
Premier Bogdan Philoff. Philoff 
reached Vienna yesterday, presum- 
ably for political consultations with 
German leaders.

NEW MONARCHIST 
MOVE REPORTED

NYON, Switzerland, Jan. 3 (4P). 
—Bonapartists are negotiating with 
the Vichy Government for return 
of Napoleon’s great-grandnephew 
to become the ruler of modern) 
France, it was reported today. 

The 26-year-old Prince, last of the: 
Corsican’s line, 1s living in his villa 
north of Nyon—not far from the 
French border. To make his re- 
turn possible, the Vichy Govern- 
ment would have to abrogate a 
55-year-old law which bars any 
male descendant of a French rul- 
ing family from France. 

The Prince, Louis Napoleon 
Jerome Victor Emanuel Marie, who 
prefers to be called the Count of 
Montfort, has been mentioned fre- 
quently among French royalists 
ever since Adolf Hitler returned 
the remains of “L’Aiglon,” Napo- 
leon’s only son, to Paris three 
weeks ago. 

Hitler’s action was —— by 
some observers then as the possible 
forerunner of a Napoleonic resto- 
ration. It was recalled that Hitler 
visited Napoleon’s tomb, where 
“T/Aigion’s” ashes now rest, when 
he went to Paris last fall. A neces- 
sary step toward Montfort’s return 
would be to win Hitler’s blesging, 
which some regard as more’'im- 
portant than that of French Chief 
of State Petain. 2 

Montfort’s one major rival for 
the throne of France is the Count 
of Paris; pretender of the old Bour- 
bon Orleans line. 

Montfort is a great-grandson of 
Jerome, King of Westphalia, and 
brother of Napoleon Bonaparte. His 
grandfather, the second Jerome, 
was born at Trieste in 1822, and his 
father, Victor Napoleon Bonaparte, 
was born in Paris in 1862. He is

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP).—The 
city’s 85,000 unionized dressmakers 
are seeking a contract with their 
employers calling for efficient man- 
agement of factories and have of- 
fered to supervise a school to teach 
the ways of business betterment. 

Five employer associations to 
which the plan was offered by the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union (AFL) yesterday 
expressed general agreement as 
they took it under consideration. 

The New York Times said ac- 
ceptance of the proposal would 
make the industry the first “in 
which inefficiency on the part of 
management would be a contract 
violation.” With an annual busi- 
ness of $350,000,000, the industry is 
New York’s largest. 

As outlined. by Julius Hochman, 
manager of the union’s joint dress 
board, the plan centers on the 
principle that. dress factory work- 
ers have the right to demand a 
management precluding a potential 
loss of wages. 

He told the employers that earn- 


ings of workers paid on a_ piece- 


rate basis were kept low by faulty 
plant organization, inadequate

“mismanagement.” 

“It is a vicious circle,” he said. 
“Where you find inefficiency you 
find poor earnings, high overhead,

Were quoted today as saying that 


Count Felix von Luckner, famed 
German “sea devil” of World War 
days, again is attacking ‘shipping 
in the Pacific and Indian oceans. 
The story was told when the Nor- 
wegian survivors passed through 
Hongkong en route ‘home. 


Some time ago, they said, the 
crew of the Nazi raider boarded a 
Norwegian ship off Sumatra after 
an exchange of gunfire which killed 
nine Norwegians. The raider first 
was mistaken for a peaceful mer- 
chantman, they related, but it 
turned out to be the Glengarry, a 
British ship reported to have been 
seized by the Nazis at Copenhagen. 

Regrets by “Von Luckner.” 

Von Luckner himself addressed 
the survivors, the Norwegians as- 
serted, saying that he regretted 
that his crew was compelled to fire 
on the Norwegian ship. 

The Norwegians received “every 
consideration,” they said, even to 
being given a “complaint book” 
which the German commander told | 


them would receive his personal 


attention. 

The German raider went to the 
Indian Ocean; approached another 
Norwegian vessel, sank it with 
shells after taking aboard its crew 
and then headed for Kobe, where 
all of the prisoners were placed 
aboard the German liner Scharn- 
horst, according to the story told 
here. Subsequently, a number of 
the Norwegians were released and 
their return to Norway .was ar- 
ranged by British and Norwegian 
consuls. 

Von Luckner is now nearly 55 
years old. 


LINER ATTACKED 
WITHOUT WARNING 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Jan. 3 

(AP).—Survivors of the 16,712-ton 
British liner Rangitane told yester- 
day how a German raider stole 
alongside an hour before dawn the 
morning of Nov. 26 and fired with- 
out warning, killing six women out- 
right and injuring other-passengers 
and members of the crew. 
' One of the women related that 
the German captain, when ushering 
them aboard the raider as captives, 
asked, “Don’t you British women 
ever cry?” 

They were among 496 survivors 
of seven vessels who were restued 
by Australian ships after being ma- 
rooned Dec. 21 on the island of 
Emirau, near New Guiana, by the 
sea raider and a Nazi supply ship 
on which they had -been impris- 
oned. 

First Shot Hits Steering Gear. 

The Rangitane’s quartermaster, 
L. Valerie, said he was at the wheel 
on the morning of Nov. 26 when he 
noticed the black shape of another 
vesse] nearby. At once the stranger 
opened fire, he said. The first shot 
crashed through the steering gear 
and threw the Rangitane out of 
control. .Other shelis were fired 
into the liner rapidly, he said, kill- 
ing six stewardesses in their rooms. 

“Ship’s Surgeon Crawford,” Va- 
lerie continued, “gave first aid and 
the stewards gathered the dead 
and injured in blankets. There was 
no time to get stretchers.” ~- 

Valerie and other survivors said 
the shelling continued even as they 
were trying to reach life boats. 

Two brothers named Stickfull, 
from the engine room, were mor- 
tally wounded. 

Part of Boy’s Led Blown Off. 

A Mrs. Langan, sitting beside her 

10-year-old son, Jimmie, who had 
part of his leg blown away by a 
shell, said: 
““T half carried Jimmie and his 
brother Brian to a lifeboat.” As I 
did so I realized that Jimmie was 
hit, but he never whimpered. 

“To think we were only three 
miles from home in Nauru when it 
all happened.” (Nauru is a British 
island shelled by a German raider 
Dec. 27.) 

Male survivors of the Rangitane |§ 
reported |they were imprisoned in 
the hold of a supply ship called the 
Tokyo Maru with a machine gun 
trained on them. 

Thirteen New Zealand airmen, 
among those landed on the island, 
said they had obtained their re- 
lease from the Nazis by promising 
not to fight in the war. Five of 
their fellow flyers were said to 
have refused to make such a prom- 
ise and thus still were in German 
custody.

On the Proposed Zoning Bill. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LMER B. KLEIN’S letter on the new 
city soning bill, which you pub- 
lished Dec. 29, calls for certain additional 
comment. While the spirit of Mr. Klein’s 
expression is appreciated, it would be un- 
fortunate if the impression were to be 
widely held that the proposed soning 
ordinance was the work of one person. 

Over a period of about two years, a 
committee of five men, members of the 
City Plan Commission, met approximate- 
ly once a week to consider a great body 
of data assembled by the City Plan Com- 
mission staff. This committee included 
an architett, a business man, a business 
property manager, a physician, a real es- 
tate man and the Building Commis- 
sioner. 

Each of these men is a person of wide 
experience and practical knowledge. It is 
doubtful if persons of greater integrity 
or of wider practical experience in their 
fields and wider understanding of condi- 
tions throughout St. Louis could be found. 

These men had information about con- 
ditions and trends of building in St. Louis 
before them heretofore unknown and un- 
assembled. This data consisted of: 

1. Facts of land use for one-half of the 
82 residential neighborhoods in St. Louis, 
as shown on the 1936 neighborhood map. 

2. Facts showing location of all new 
buildings built in St. Louis for the past

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Charles W. Bunn, 85 years old, re- 
tired vice-president and general 
counsel of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Co., died early yesterday.

CHICAGO, Jan. 3 (AP).—A new 
aid to flying safety—a device that 
tells ground crews the geographical 
position of an air liner in flight— 
has been developed by United Air 
Lines. 

The device will be placed in op- 


eration on the United system dur- 
ing 1941, J. R. Cunningham, direc- 
tor of communications, announced 
yesterday. 

By means of the device, a dis- 
patcher at Chicago, for example, 
could have a running record of a 
liner’s flight across the country. 
His chart would indicate any devia- 
tion of the plane from its course. 

Cunningham said the system in- 
volved the use of short-wave radio. 
signals transmitted automatically 
by the plane are picked up by two 
or more receiving stations equipped 
with a large metallic frame anten- 
na rotated by an electric motor. 

Telephone wires carry the sig- 
nals to the dispatcher’s office, 
where the plane’s position is deter- 
mined by triangulation. The direc- 
tional lines from the stations which 
take bearings are projected on a 
map and the point at which they 
intersect marks the position of the 
plane. The information then is 
radioed to the plane’s crew. 

The recorder was produced by 
United’s communications labora- 
tory in Chicago after four years of 
research, Cunningham said. Here- 
tofore, he said, it has been imprac- 
tical to employ the high frequen- 
cies in two-way radio communica- 
tion between ships and ground.

Listing all cities of 100,000 popu- 
lation or more, the bureau noted 
that there were 92 of them, one 
less than 10 years ago.

Gen. Woods Regrets That Commit- 
tee Did Not Indorse White’s View. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3 (AP).—Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, national chairman 
of the America First Committee, 
said today he deeply regretted fail- 
ure of the Committee to Defend 


America by Aiding the Allies to in- 
dorse the statement of its former 
chairman, William Allen White. 

Wood referred to White's state- 
ment of Dec. 23 which he described 
as urging “maintenanec of the neu- 
trality law, opposed sending Ameri- 
can ships and American convoys 
into the war zone and unequivocally 
denounced any efforts to get us 
into war. These views are undoubt- 
edly shared by the vast majority 
of Americans. If the White Com- 
mittee had indorsed them, import- 
ant progress toward national unity 
would have been made. 


Letter to Congress Urges Mobiliza- 
tion of America for War. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (AP). — 
The “mobilization of America for 
war—a war in which we may be 


fortunate enough not to sacrifice 
our blood if we do sacrifice freely 
of our wealth and work with un- 
flagging energy” was urged yester- 
day in an open letter to Congress 
signed by 53 persons. 

Many of the signatories joined in 
a recent round-robin telegram to 
President Roosevelt urging him to 
take any steps necessary to defeat 
the Axis powers. 

“We believe the Axis powers will 
be defeated if we, the people of the 
T’nited States, do our part—if we 
give prompt and effective aid to 
those countries which are now hold- 
ing the Axis tyrants at bay,” the 
letter said. 

Wants Every Aid Given. 

“This does not mean selling them 
war materials so long as they can 
pay for them anc so long as it is 
convenient and profitable for us to 
produce them,” it added. “It means

EDINBURG, Tex., Jan. 3 (AP).— 
Two navy pilots emerged from wild 
brushlands today to report they 
rode out snowstorm and fog in a 


patrol bomber and negotiated a 
landing on a shallow lagoon in the 
King ranch area. | 
Their bomber, from which five 
members of the crew parachuted 
on orders of the pilots, one of them 
to his death, had been unreported 
since it flew into the storm yester- 
day afternoon. : 
Lieut. Murray Hanson, 30 yéars 
old, pilot, and Ensign Robert B. 
Clark, co-pilot, after landing the 
plane last night, stayed with it un- 
til daylight, then made their way 
to a telephone. They reported that 
they came down in water only a 
few inches deep in country 500 
miles from the place where the 
crew members abandoned ship. 
Fought Heavy Fog. 
The safe landing of the plane, 
which was being flown from San 
Diego, Cal., to Pensacola, Fla., for 
delivery to the navy, was made on 
the Santa Fe ranch at a point 
about 30 miles north of Edinburg, 
a town in extreme Southeast Texas, 
The two pilots fought a snow- 
storm and fogs until they spotted 
the lagoon near the gulf coast on 
what was once a part of the fa- 
mous King ranch. 
“T did not know how much wa- 
ter was there, but it was water,” 
Lieut Hanson said. 
“We brought the plane down 
without serious damage and spent 
the night in our ship when we saw 
we could not make our way out 
through the heavy brush, The wa- 
ter was only a few inches deep.” 
Lieut. Hanson said it was the 
first water he had seen after turn- 


Spring, where the parachuting oc- 
curred, 


“We soon ran out of the snow, 
but after that it was fog and rain,” 
he related. 3 

“It got worse as we moved south. 
About 6:45 p. m. yesterday we knew 
we should be somewhere near the 
coast and we sighted this lake and 
brought the ship down.”: 

Found by Cowboys. 
Lieut. Hanson, talking by tele- 
phone over the single line connect- 
ing Edinburg with the remote ranch 
house, said he and Clark encoun- 
tered two cowboys in the wild 
brushlands about mid-morning. 

“We tried to get out last night, 
but the heavy brush was too much 
for us and we decided to stay 
where we were until morning,” 
Hanson said. 

“At daylight we started walking 
and then we spotted these two cow- 
punchers. They brought us in a 
hurry to the ranchhouse.” 

The Sante Fe ranch is owned by 
Richard King. Until a few years 
ago it was part of the King ranch, 
one of the greatest cattle domains 
in the nation. 

W. F. Percich, 25, machinist’s 
mate of Friday Harbor, Wash., was 
the crew member killed. His para- 
chute was minus its rigging. 

Three other crew men were in- 
jured. The fifth landed safely. 

Radioman A. M. Perry said Han- 
son ordered the men to. bail out at 
17,000 feet, but undertakers said 
Percich had not fallen from a high 
altitude. The rigging was gone 
from his parachute,

Water improvements, the commis- 
sion declared,’ must be related to 
needs of present and future popula- 
tion and would be encouraged by 
the commission when benefiting the 
entire county, “but it is very unde- 
sirable to install water mains to the 
extent that they will encourage a 
disorderly development.” 

“Theoretically,” the commission 
continued, “the most desirable loca- 
tion for water districts would be 
within the areas that will be ur- 
banized in the future, largely with- 
in the area lying between Lindbergh 
boulevard and St. Louis. Even with- 
in this area it would be most de- 
sirable to make every effort to se- 
cure installation of mains by the St. 
Louis County Water Co, before the 
district is incorporated. Efficiency 
and better co-ordination can be ob- 
tained if all the facilities in this 
area are installed and operated by 
one company. ¢ 

‘If the proposed district lies be- 
yond the area of future urbaniza- 
tion, it should be incorporated only 
with the understanding that it will 
provide water facilities only for a 
rural or semi-urban development, 
not to encourage new urban 
growth. It will probably be impos- 
sible ever to provide fire protec- 
tion in outlying sections and thus 
fire hydrants should not be in- 
stalled. No water district should 
be incorporated in the outlying sec- 
tions if the area cannot economi- 
cally afford facilities without some 
form of subsidization * as a 
work relief project. _ \ 

Question of Taxation. 

“In any district, especially with- 
in the future urban area, size and 
location of the mains should be 
co-ordinated with those in sgur- 
rounding areas. A thorough study 
may show that a water district is 
not economically feasible or that 
another method is available to ac- 
complish the desired objectives.” 

The commission pointed out that 
there seemed to be no limit to the 
taxing power of water districts and 
that it was not entirely clear 
whether any public agency could 
control their rates. While the dis- 
tricts may develop their own 
sources, the idea so far, has been 
to buy water from the County 
Water Co. 

The commission called attention 
to the scattered urban development 
which already has taken place in 
the county, with the resultant ef- 
fect of making the cost of provid- 
ing highways, sewers, water, 
schools, fire and police protection 
and othef services “almost prohi- 
bitive,” although many such serv- 
ices are needed for the present 
urban development.

The FBI was designated as the 
co-ordinating agency for defense in- 
vestigations by President Roosevelt 
in September, 1939. Hoover report- 
ed “excellent co-operation” from 
state and local police and “very 
close and cordial co-operation” with 
army and navy authorities. 

By June 30, Hoover said, the FBI 
had completed its defense surveys in 
270 plants on a priority list of more 
than 800 supplied by the army and 
navy, and said that eventually it ex- 
pected to survey some 12,000 estab- 
lishment. 

Noting that the preventive work 
was of “paramount importance,” 
Hoover asserted “there has been a 
negligible amount of sabotage dur- 
ing the present war in contrast to 
a similar period in the first World 
War.”

American planes would have par- 
alyzed Italian air activity over the 
Southern Albanian front.

700 in One Hospital. 


I visited one Greek hospital which 
was crowded with 700 patients, with 
others constantly arriving from 
the front. This hospital had only 
14 doctors and fewer than 20 reg- 
istered nurses—or 85 patients to 
each nurse. Doctors and nurses 
alike were terrifically overworked 
even though the large number of 
frost bite cases made their task 
considerably easier. 

I have seen women and old men 
lying dead in the streets of bombed 
towns, killed because there simply 
were not enough  British-Greek 
fighter squadrons available to pro- 
tect towns as well as troops along 
the front. In these recent weeks 
there have been scores, perhaps 
hundreds, of civilians wounded. 

Aid to Greece, in whatever form, 
will be warmly welcomed whenever 


jit gets here. Nevertheless, the most 


effective and essentially the most 
humanitarian aid to Greece is that 
kind which will hasten victory and 
prevent a long war. It also is the 
kind of aid which will prevent hos. 
pitals being filled up with bombed 
civilians. This is why American 
planes are more urgently needed

The Republican committee listed 
its receipts for the year at $2,931,- 
210, including $569,260 which it col- 
lected for state committees and re- 
mitted to them.

outstanding obligations. 

The National Republican Con- 
gressional. Committee reported to- 
tal receipts of $172,993 and dis- 
bursements of $147,597 from Jan. 1 
to Dec. 31. The Democratic Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee re- 
ported that it had received $102,527 
and spent $101,858 during the year. 

The National Committee of In- 
dependent Voters, supporting the

Texas, and culminating in the un- 
just war of 1846, which had no oth- 
er purpose than of robbing us of 
half our territory.

‘Ignorant and Brave.’ 


However, it is said that perhaps 
eight-tenths of the people of Mex- 
ico do not know that their country 
is entering into negotiations where- 
by it will permit foreign access to 
military and naval bases under 
certain conditions. Eight-tenths of 
them, it is generally agreed, never 
gee a newspaper or hear a radio, 
and 55 per cent of them cannot 
read at all, 


“We could improve our bargain- 
ing position with the U. 8S, A. by 
taking the case to the people, but 
we are afraid to,” one of the high- 
est officials of the Mexican State 
Department told me recently. “We 
might not be able to contro] it. 
They would never agree to foreign 
bases, even though the bases were 
legally termed Mexican bases. 

“They are ignorant and braye. 
They do not realize that the Unit- 
ed States could massacre Mexico 
before breakfast.

In the final days of his adminis-

These are real and basic issues 
and not at all the ill-considered or 
emotional conscious or deliberate 
obscuration of them by attacking 
the patriotic integrity or plain san- 
ity of the people who raise them.

If our defense is so wholly depend- 
ent on Great Britain as we now are 
told—if she now is fighting our 
decisive battle which, if lost, loses 
our freedom—then the course ad- 
vocated by those who say we 
should contribute unlimited mate- 
rial resources, but no blood, with- 
out regard to any of the considera- 
tions raised here—if these things 
we are told are true—then that 
advocated course is the most futile 
and pusillanimous ever followed by 
an honorable nation. If they are 
true, we should have been in this 
war a year ago with everything we 
have. Surely there is a question 
of truth here that deserves debate. 
The whole of our future is at stake 
on the wisdom of or answer.

tend to avoid it. You'll sée what a 
big mistake this is when you try 
shoulder pork chops for the first 
time—if indeed you are not al- 
ready one of the initiated who swear 
by this modest cut. 


Pork Shoulder Chops With Sauer- 
kraut. 


One and one-half pounds pork 
shoulder chops, salt, one No. 2 % 
tin sauerkraut and two teaspoons 
sugar (if desired). 

Wipe chops with damp cloth. 
Brown on both sides in hot, lightly 
greased iron skillet; sprinkle both 
sides with salt. Turn sauerkraut 
into skillet over chops, and sprinkle 
sugar over it if desired (sugar takes 
edge off sourness of kraut). Cover 
tightly and simmer gently for about 
one hour, until chops are very ten- 
der. Serves five.

North’s response to his partner’s 
vulnerable no trump was probably 
responsible for the loss of a vul- 
nerable game. His two diamond 
bid was according to the best prac- 
tices of contract bridge during its 
swaddling days, but judged by 
present day bidding theory and 
method, was inexcusable. South's 
bid had announced balanced dis- 
tribution, meaning that South al- 
most surely had three cards in the. 
diamond suit as well as a strong 
hand. That being true, North could 
visualize at least four and possibly 
five or six diamond tricks at a no 
trump declaration. The only result 
of his mentioning the suit instead 
of properly raising the no trump 
was to permit East to get in his 
non-vulnerable spade overcall at a 
low level. East's bid was risky 
enough at the two level; he could 
not have dared come in over three, 
or even two no trump. 

West led the seven of spades, and 
East, who could immediately mark 
declarer for at least the K-Q-J, con- 
tented himself with an encourag- 
ing card, the ten. ’Declarer won 
and immediately attempted the es- 
tablishment of the diamond suit. 
To maintain communication, West 
was allowed to hold the first dia- 
mond lead with the jack. A sec- 
ond spade was also conceded, East 
this time playing the eight spot. 
West still had the diamonds 
stopped, and declarer had no other 
play for contract except to clear 
the suit. The third spade lead, this: 
time won by the ace, dashed de- 
clarer’s hopes, for now East was 
ready to run off the remnants of 
his spade suit. 

East’s defense in this deal (duck- 
ing two rounds of spades), is a 
splendid illustration of maintain- 
ing communication with partner. 
Many players in the East position 
would be irresistibly tempted to put 
up the spade ace and shift to 
hearts, in an effort to knock out 
dummy’s entry while partner’s 
marked stoppers. in diamonds are 
still in force. This, however, would 
be fatal if declarer maneuvered 
properly. He would win the heart 
return in his own hand, lead a dia- 
mond, and let West’s jack hold. 
Now when West removed the heart 
king from dummy, declarer would 
not play for a 2-2 diamond break; 
he would lead a low diamond from 
dummy and concede another trick 
in order to maintain communica- 
tions on his own account. Hence, 
this line of defense. would give de- 
clarer not only his contract but an 
overtrick.
